Document 1 also sets forth an example wherein HGF genes 
are subcutaneously injected to the edge of a wound, and 
document 2 indicates that genes such as prostacyclin 
synthesizing enzyme genes may be used alongside HGF as 
angiogenic genes. In addition, document 3 indicates that 
it is preferable that when applying to skin diseases 
agents for the treatment of skin diseases such as 
psoriasis vulgaris or ulcers and having as their main 
ingredient NK-^B decoy oligonucleotides, said agent be 
administered locally to the area of the skin disease. 
Document 3 also sets forth an example wherein an ointment 
containing NF-kB decoy is locally administered to the 
area affected by a skin disease. 

In addition, in the field of gene therapy, a method 
employing a needle-free syringe and using air pressure or 
the like is known as a method of administering genes to 
skin and the surrounding tissue, as disclosed in 
documents 4 to 6, therefore it would be easy for a person 
skilled in the art to conceive of employing a method 
which uses different types of needle-free syringes as a 
method of administering a gene formulation such as NF-^.B 
decoy, prostacyclin synthesizing enzyme gene or HGF gene 
disclosed in documents 1 to 3. 
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
